HISTORY OF JUNIATA COLLEGE 


April 17, 1876, in a small room in the 
second story of the “Pilgrim Building,” 
with three students, Prof. J. M. Zuck be- 
gan what is now Juniata College, but then 
the “Huntingdon Normal School.” Picture 
if you can a small, narrow, bare room 
boasting of a crude, pine table, a make- 
shift blackboard, a few chairs, a book 
shelf and a map, and you have a mental 
image of the infancy of our Alma Mater. 
From the undergraduate room in Febru- 
ary, 1877, the school was moved into lar- 
ger quarters at 1224 Washington Street— 
a building which was known as the Bur- 
chinell Building. In the spring of 1879 
the Institution was moved to its present 
site. 


The new school gave particular attention 
to normal or teacher training work and 
enjoyed a substantial growth in numbers 
and influence. The first catalogue in 1878 
outlined in addition to the “Normal 
Course,” a four years’ “Collegiate Course.” 
This course gave evidence of the high aim 
of its founders, though a number of years 
passed before there were students pur- 
suing its studies. The Bible Department 
was added in 1889 and a Business School 
organized in 1891, 


In 1896 the charter was amended and 
the institution was named Juniata (Col- 
lege. In June of the folowing veur 
the college graduated its first class. Since 
that time the institution has assumed its 
Mission as a college. 
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. reeds of the college grew with 
ker aunaber of students. the ofticials of 
the college added courses of study and 
broadened the old ones, while in general 
all things were done in order to make this 
eollege more efficient, Together with this 
program of broadening the courses and 
adding new ones, the scholarship and 
standurds of the college, and, consequent- 
ly of the students, were pushed to a first 
class position. 

Juniata is officially recognized by the 
Assoviation of American Colleges, by_ the 
Middle States Association, by the State 
Departments of Education, by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, and by the 
Pennsylvania Board of Law Examiners. 

A new dormitory for men has’ been 
erected on the campus. Within the past 
year, new social rooms have been pro- 
vided. 

But Juniata is more than her physical 
plant. Sbe is more than a fountain of 
sound learning. She is a_ spirit. The 
Maintenanee and development of that 
spirit depends on the conduct of each in- 
dividual student. You are, therefore con- 
fronted with two challenges—the one to 
meet your obligations to yourself, the 
other to meet your obligations to your 
college. Face both squarely at all times. 


IDEALS 

Juniata’s ideals of character, conduct, 
and scholarship have been formulated as 
follows: 

Clean Sport—Juniata believes in the 
Roosevelt motto, “Play the game, don’t 
foul, hit the line hard.” In all contests, 
athletic or literary, the goal of the Juniata 
student is not to win but to play the 
game fair, Juniata will play hard to win, 
but she would rather go down to defeat 
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than to gain any honor unfairly. Lincoln 
) said. “I am not bound to win, but I am 
bound to be true.” 


Sound Scholarship—Good scholarship is 
a worthy ambition to be cherished by 
every right-minded student, and is a goal 
demanding earnest endeavor. Juniata be- 
lieves that sound scholarship can be ob- 
tained only by honorable methods, and 
discountenances all dishonesty in prepara- 
tion or presentation of classroom material 
and every form of unfairness or dishonesty 
in tests and examinations. 


Chivalrous Manhood, Womanly Deport- 
ment and Public Decorum—-That every 
young man should prove himself a gentle- 
man, and that every young woman should 
show herself a lady in all social inter- 
course and in all public assemblies is the 
rightful expectation of the institution and 
of all good people everywhere. Good men 
pay deference to womanhood always, and 
ladies will do nothing to forfeit such res- 
pect. The College desires that the young 
people grow in the graces of modest dress- 
ing, wholesome speech and common ecour- 
tesy under all circumstances, 


Reverence in Thought and Conduct—It 
is ever a mark of highest culture to be 
reverent in sacred places, times and ser- 
vices, And the Juniata ideal, while not 
overlooking the outward act, aims at the 
development of that reverence of soul 
which is the mark of the true Christian, 


Leynlty to the College—The true Juni- 
ata student will show always a practical 
devotion to the College. The student who 
deserves the good opinion of his fellows 
and of the College and its Alumni is the 
one who not only refrains within and 
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without the College halls from doing that 
which is contrary to the ideals of Juniata, 
but is always zealous to promote them 
and to influence others toward them, 
Loyalty is a positive force, not a passive 
attitude, and there is no finer expression 
of one’s best self than truehearted de- 
yotion to the institution of which he is 
a member. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Founders Hall, the administration build- 
ing, contains the offices and chapel on the 
second floor. The third and fourth floors 
are used as dormitories for men, First 
floor is equipped for day student’s use, 


Brumbaugh Hall is used as a dormitory 
for women. It contains the rooms of the 
dean of women and the new Social 
Rooms. 

Oneida Hall has the dining room on the 
first floor, the kitchen and pantries in the 
basement, and dormitories for women on 
the second and third floors. The rooms 
hive recently been renovated. 


Students Hall provides classrooms A, B, 
C, D, on the first flour; BE. F, G, H, on 
the second floor; I, J, K, L, on the third 
floor. In the basement may be found the 
Book Store, the Post Office and the VPub- 
lication Room. 


The Cloister is a group of two con- 
nected brick buildings completed in 1928, 
and used exclusively as dormitories for 
men. The name of Alexander Mack has 
been given to the one house, and the other 
is called the Christopher Sauer Honse. 
These buildings are semi-fire proof struc- 
tures, modern in their appointments and 
furnishings, 
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The Brumbaugh-Oller House. At 
Highteenth and Mifflin Streets is the new 
Duplex House, erected in 1980 as a home 
for the President of the college and a 
member of the Faculty. The two houses 
are entirely separate and each complete- 
ly arranged as a private home. 

The Gymnasium on the north campus is 
well equipped with modern apparatus. It 
is used for both men’s and women’s phy- 
sical education classes and for intercol- 
legiate basketball contests. 

Science Hall contains lecture rooms and 
laboratories for the teaching of the sciences. 
The building is located on Moore St. oppo- 
Site Students Hall. The first floor is given 
to Physics, the second to Biology and 
Geology the third to Chemistry and Home 
Economics. The basement is occupied by 
laboratories for advanced courses in Chem- 
istry and as store rooms, 

The Library containing 50,000 volumes, 
is the eleventh largest in the state, It is 
located opposite Founders Hall at the cor- 
ner of Moore and 17th streets. 

In 1929 steel stacks were installed and 
an additional reading room provided. 

The Oller House adjoining the Library 
on 17th street is fitted up as a practice 
house for the Home Beonomics Depart- 
ment. 

The Music Building located at 1821 
Moore street contain studios and prac- 
tice rooms, 

Bulletin Boards may be found in the 
main corridors of Hounders, Oneida 
Students, and Seience Halls. Watch these 
carefully for official announcements and 
interesting itenis,

is third door to_ the right. The 
Treasurer’s office is first door to the left 
and the Business Manager’s office third 
to left in the same hall. The entrance 
to the chapel is second door left. The 
office af the Dean of Women is on 
Second Brumbaugh Hall, adjoining the 
Social Room.s 


INSTITUTIONAL REGULATIONS 


The College reserves the right to de- 
termine who shall be admitted and under 
what conditions a student may remain 
in the institution. 

Withdrawal must be with consent of the 
President if honorable dismissal is granted, 
Any student who marries while an under- 
graduate may not continue in college un- 
less an application for re-admission has 
been made and has received favorable con- 
sideration. 

The College prohibits the use of aleoholic 
liquors, gambling, hazing, profanity, and 
daneing or the use of tobacco in the 
buildings or d@n the campus. Women 
students are not permitted to use tobacco, 

The College reserves the right to decide 
whether or not a resident student may 
have an automobile in Huntingdon and 
under what conditions. 


EVENTS 


The Convocation Sermon is preached in 
the Stone Church on the first Sunday 
evening of each college year by the Presi- 
dent or some member of the faculty. 

The Annual “Y¥” Get-Together will be 
held in the Gym. Hiveryone goes, has a 
good ene and becomes acquainted. Don't 
miss it! 
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The Faculty Reception is the formal oc- 
casion of the opening semester. It will be 
held Saturday evening, September 25. The 
students are guests of the faculty in the 
Social Rooms. 

Mountain Day is traditional at Juniata. 
Early in October, the school forgets classes, 
goes to one of the nearby mountains, 
climbs all morning, eats a hearty luncheon 
provided by the college and spends the 
afternoon as desire directs. Day and des- 
tination are secret until the day before. 

Fire Lighting Ceremony. The first 
lighting of a fire in the new Social Room 
fireplace is a solemn ritual for the woman 
students. Last year, the first ceremony 
was built around the legend of Alfarata. 

All College Night. HEveryone—Altoona 
Center, day students, boarding students, 
and faculty—assembles for an entire eve- 
ning to indulge in the festivities of the 
most popular semi-formal occasion on 
campus during the college year... <A buffet 
supper is served in the dining hall and a 
program is given in the gymnasium. 


Parents’ Day is a day in the fall when 
the college entertains students’ parents. 
The dormitories are open for visiting, 
an athletic event is staged for the after- 
noon. After a buffet supper, an entertain- 
ing program is given for their benefit. 


Alumni Home-Comings are occasions 
looked forward to by both Alumni and 
students. In the fall, the events of the 
day are the Frosh-Soph football and 
hockey games in the morning and an im- 
portant varsity football game in the 
afternoon. A famous harp trio provided 
the Saturday evening program last year 
while on Friday evening, a Hallowe’en 
Social was held and prizes were awarded 
for the best and most clever costumes.

From the beginning the College has 
made an effort to render some help to 
deserving students who are not able to 
pay all the regular charges. The general 
policy has been to make loans or provide 
opportunities for self-help rather than to 
grant money benefits. 


SELF-HELP

enables a student to earn her boarding. 
There are also openings for six or eight 
women as library assistants. Ten or 
twelve science assistantships are more 
largely given to young men. The college 
offices require usually three or four stu- 
dents who are competent in clerical work, 
Various phases of janitor service in the 
college and nearby college buildings are 
also available to the extent of eight or 
ten appointments. In addition to this 
there are often individual opportunities 
in the town for students service. 


COMPETITIVE SCHOLARSHIPS 


The Trustees of Juniata College have 
continued for the year 1936-1937 a series 
of competitive scholarships for high school 
graduates. These scholarships are awarded 
on the basis of high school record, per- 
sonal recommendations, and the competitive 
examination at the College. ‘T'welve res- 
idence scholarships and three day scholar- 
ships each covering a period of four years 
were awarded through the 1987 examina-~ 
ion.

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REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
REMOVAL OF CONDITIONS 


Conditions in all courses, whether they 
elose with the first semester or continue 
during the second semester shall be re- 
moved within the first four weeks of the 
second semester or be entered as a failure. 


Conditions incurred in the work of the 
second semester are to be removed not 
later than the end of the fourth week 
of the following semester or be entered 
as failures, 


CLASSIFICATION OF STUDENTS 


Official classification of all students shall 
be made at the opening of the first semes- 
ter euch year and the “Catalogue of Stu- 
dents” in the college bulletin, as well as 
the chapel seating, shall be based upon 
this classification. No change of classifi- 
cation will be made at mid-year. 


As a basis of classifying students, the 
following system will be used: 


1. To be classified as a sophomore, a 
student must have eredit for at least 
twenty-six semester hours and twelve 
quality points. 


2. To be elassified as a junior, a stu- 
dent must have eredit for at least fifty- 
eight semester hours and thirty-six quality 
points, 


3. To be classified as a senior, a stu- 
dent must have credit for at least eighty- 
eight semester hours and_ seventy-six 
quality points.

2? Students who have fifteen or more 
excused absences are permitted only cight 
unexcused absences before loss of one 
hour of credit is incurred; for more than 
twenty-three unexcused absences two hours 
of credit shall be deducted; for each ad- 
ditional fifteen unexcused absences another 
hour shall be deducted, etc. 
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Section III.—Exemptions 


1. Students who receive a grade of 
eighty-five percent, or above, in a subject 
Shall have absences in that subject ex- 
cused. 


2. Students who are absent from classes 
because of trips authorized by the faculty 
Shall have such absences excused. 


3. Students who are absent from classes 
because of illness shall have such absences 
excused by presenting to the Registrar a 
certified statement from the Doctor or 
the College Nurse. 


Any student who is absent from elass 
because of authorized trips or illness shall 
be required to satisfactorily clear up all 
back work in subjects concerned before the 
absences are excused. 


An hour of discount of credit imposed 
for a semester may be redeemed the suc- 
ceeding semester provided the student does 
not have more than five absence points 
the succeeding semester.

Purpose: The Young Men's Christian 
Association has endeavored to be a worth- 
while organization on the campus by up- 
holding Christian stundards and by aid- 
ing the social activities.

THE JUNIATA COLLEGE STUDENT 
ASSOCIATION 


PREAMBLE 


Authorized by the President for the 
Board of Trustees of Juniata College, we, 
the students of this institution, realizing 
that cooperation and fellowship one with 
another and with the faculty promote the 
noblest social spirit, do provide this con- 
stitution. 


ARTICLE I 
Name 


The name of this organization shall be 
the Juniata College Student Association. 


ARTICLE II 
Purpose 


The purpose of this organization shall be 
to prove our belief that man exists each 
for the other; to show how participation 
by all classes in a common project pro- 
motes the general welfare; to train stu- 
dents in the fundamental theories and 
practices of government by giving them 
the responsibility for the performance of 
government; to inspire devotion to the 
social ideals and scholastic standards al- 
ready established in Juniata College and 
to ereate a desire to enrich them. 


ARTICLE III 
Membership 


The membership of the Juniata College 
Student Association shall consist of all 
students registered at Juniata College. 
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ARTICLE IV 
Representation 


Section I. Paragraph 1. 


The representative body of this organ: 
ization shall be the Juniata Senate. This 
Senate shall consist of twelve (12) student 
members and three (3) faculty advisers. 


Paragraph 2. 

(a) The faculty advisers of the Senate 
shall be: The Dean of Women, the Dean 
of Men, and one faculty representative 
elected by the students. This body shall 
have advisory duties only. 

(b) Faculty advisers to the several 
organizations may be apointed as requested 
by the organizations or desired by the 
President of the College. 

Paragraph 3. 

The Juniata Senate shall cdusist of 
four (4) officers: a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, and a Central 
Treasurer, and eight (8) representatives: 
a Chairman of Activities, a Chairman of 
Athletics, a chairman of Freshmen, a 
Chairman of Publications, a Chairman of 
Men’s House, a Chairman of Religious 
Activities, a Chairman of Social Functions, 
and a Chairman of Women’s House. 


Section ITI, Paragraph 1. 


Wach of the enumerated chairmen shall 
serve as the head of his particular depart- 
ment and shall continually encourage such 
measures as will be advantageous to the 
general welfare of the College. 

Paragraph 2. 

Bach Chairman shall have as his asso- 
ciates representatives from the _ several 
branches of his department as follows: 
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(a) The Chairman of Athletics shall haye 
as his associates the Men’s Athletic Com- 
mittee, the Women’s Athletic Committee, 
the Men’s “J” Club Committee, and the 
Women’s “J” Club Committee. 

(b) The Chairman of Activities shall have 
as his associates the Music Committee, 
the Committee on Forensies, the Dramatics 
Committee, and the Day Student Club 
Committee. 

(c) The Chairman of Freshmen shall haye 
as his associates the Committee on Fresh- 
man Men and the Committee on Freshman 
Women, 

(d) The Chairman of the Men’s House 
shall have as his associates the Men's 
House Committee. 

{e) The Chairman of the Women’s House 
shall have as her associates the Women’s 
House Committee. 

(f) The Chairman of Publications shall 
have as his associates the Juniatian Com- 
mittee, the Alfarata Committee, the Indian 
Committee, and the Scout Committee. 
(g) The Chairman of Religious Activities 
shall have as his associates the Ministerinm 
Committee, the Volunteer Group Commit- 
tee, the Y. M. C. A, Committee, and the 
Y. W. C. A. Committee. 

(h) The Chairman of Social Functions shall 
have as his associates the Committee from 
Social Clubs, a Committee from Profes- 
sional Clubs, and the Committee on Col- 
lege Social Functions. 


Section III. Paragraph 1. 


The out-going Senate shall be the nomi- 
nating Committee for the in-coming Senate, 
(a) Nominations also shall be permitte1 
from the floor at the time of election. 
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Paragraph 2. 

A majority vote from the student body 

shall elect any officer or representative 
Chairman to his position, with the ex- 
ception of the Central Treasurer who shall 
be appointed by the President of the 
College with the advice of the Commerce 
and Finance faculty. 
(a) In event that no candidate for an 
office or chairmanship receives 4 majority 
vote, the two candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be submitted 
to the student body for a revote and 
election. 


Paragraph 3. 

Not more than two-thirds of either sex 

shall be officers and | or chairmen in the 
Senate. 
(a) In the event of a greater than two- 
thirds majority of either sex in the offices 
and | or chairmanships of the Senate, the 
members of the sex with the majority are 
subject to an elimination election and the 
offices resolving from this elimination elec- 
tion shall be filled by members of the 
opposite sex by 4 third election. 


Paragraph 4. 
The officers of the Senate must be 
Seniors. 


Paragraph 5. 
The Chairmen of the Senate must be 
either Juniors or Seniors. 


Paragraph 6. 

The election of the officers shall be held 
one week in advance of the election of 
the Chairmen. 
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Paragraph 7%. 

The enumerated Committees shall take 
their existence in the following ways: 

(a) The Committee on Men’s Athletics 
shall be composed of: The Student rep- 
resentative to the Athletic Board of Con- 
trol elected by the Student Body; the 
Men's Intramural Manager appointed by 
the Athletic Director; and, the Intramural 
Athletic Managers from each of the four 
classes appointed by the Men’s Intra- 
mural Manager, 
(b) The Committee on Women’s Athletics 
shall be composed of: The Women's Intra- 
mural Manager elected by the Women’s 
“J” Club, and the Intramural Athletic 
Managers from each of the four classes 
appointed by the Women’s Jutramural 
Manager. 
(c) The Men's “J” Club Committee shall 
be composed of: The President, Vice- 
President, and Secretary of the Men’s “J” 
Club. 

(d1) The Women’s “J” Club Committee 
shall be composed of: The President, Vice- 
President, and Secretary of the Women’s 
“oe |6Chib, 

(e) The Committee on Social Clubs shall 
be composed of: The Presidents of all 
authorized Social Clubs, 
(ft) The Committee on Professional Club 
shall be composed of: The President of 
the authorized Professional Clubs. 
(zg) The Committee on College Social Ac- 
tivities shall be composed of seven people 
appointed by the Senate with the advice 
of the Chairman of College Social Activities. 
(h) The Music Committee shall be com- 
posed of: The Manager of the A Cappella 
Choir, the Manager of the Orchestral 
Society, and a Representative from the 
Band. 
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(i) The Committee on Forensics shall be 
composed of: The Manager of Debate, the 
President of T. K. A, and the President 
of the Forensic Council. 


(j) The Dramatics Committee shall be 
composed of: The President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, and Secretary of the Masquers. 


(k) The Day Student Committee shall be 
composed of: The President and Vice- 
President of the Women’s Day Student 
Club, and the President and Vice-President 
of the Men’s Day Student Club. 


(1) The Committee on Freshmen Men shall 
be eomposed of: Four senior men and 
three junior men nominated by the 
Senate and elected by the respective 
classes. 


(m) The Committee on Freshmen Women 
shall be composed of: Four senior women 
and three junior women nominated by the 
Senate and elected by the respective 
elasses. 


(n) The Men’s House Committee shall be 
composed of: The Dean of Men, one re- 
presentative appointed by the chairman 
of House Committee from each of the fol- 
lowing dormitories: Founders, the Alex- 
ander Mack House, and the Christopher 
Sauer House, and one representative from 
the Day Students appointed by the House 
Chairman. This body is to beeome opera- 
tive at the beginning of the school year. 


(o) The Women's House Committee shall 
consist of: The Dean of Women, the Pres- 
ident of House Presidents elected by the 
Board of House Presidents, and a Day 
Student Representative appointed by the 
Dean. This body is to become operative 
at the beginning of the school year. 
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(p) The Juniatian Committee shall con- 
sist of: The Editor, Managing Editor, and 
Business Manager of the Juniatian. 


(q) The Alfarata Committee shall consist 
of: The Editor, Associate Editor, and Busi- 
ness Manager of the Alfarata. 


(r) The Scout Committee shall consist of: 
The Editor, Business Manager, and Adver- 
tising Manager of the Scout. 


(s) The Indian Committee shall consist of 
of: The Hditor, Business Manager, and 
Advertising Manager of the Indian. 


(t) The Ministerium Committee shall con- 
sist of: The President, Vice-President, and 
Secretary of the Ministerium, 

(u) The Volunteer Group Committee shall 
consist of: The President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the Volunteer Group. 

(v) The Y. M. C, A. Committee shall con- 
sist of: The President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the Y. M. C 

(w) The Y. W. C. A. Committee shall con- 
sist of: The President, Secretary, ani 
Treasurer of the ¥.

ARTICLE VII 
Rules 


Section I. The House Committees shall 
provide government for the dormitories 
and shall make and enforce those regula- 
tions which are needed. 


The function of the Fresh- 
men Committees shall be to foster a con- 
structive program of orientation and to 
assign to the Freshmen their respective 
duties. 


Section III. It shall be the duty of the 
activities department to provide a system 
of points to safeguard the over-ambitious 
student and to inspire every student to 
participate in activities. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Appropriations 


The money necessary for the carrying 
out of this program shall be appropriated 
annually from student fees, and shall be 
budgeted by the Central Treasurer and 
approved by the Senate. 


ARTICLE IX 
Amendments ~ 


Any proposed amendment becomes effec- 
tive when ratified by a two-thirds vote of 
a quorum of the student body and when 
approved by the faculty. A quorum shall 
consist of two-thirds of the members of 
the student body. 
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The following amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the Senate were suggested by 
the Senate and ratified by the student 
body April 6, 1936: 


(1) With the approval of the president 
of the college, the Senate shall appoint 
the Student Secretary who shall function 
both in the chapel and the dining room. 


(2) The Chairman of Athletics shall 
automatically become the Student Repre- 
sentative on the Athletic Board of Control. 


(3) The Chairman of Men’s House and 
the Chairman of Women’s House shall be 
seniors, 

(4) The Dean of Women and the Dean 
of Men shall be members of the Women's 
Freshman Committee and the Men’s Fresh- 
man Committee respectively. 

(5) The faculty adviser, other than the 


deans, shall be appointed by the incoming 
Senate.

RESIDENCE HALL ORGANIZATION 


The Organization within the House shall 
be known as the Board of House Pres- 
idents. It shall consist of twenty-one rep- 
resentatives to be selected by tLe Dean of 
Women and _ the Chairman of Womeu’s 
House as follows: Three Representatives 
from First Brumbaugh, Third Brumbaugh, 
and Fourth Brumbaugh. Two Representa- 
tives from Second Brumbaugh, Seeond 
Oneida, Third Oneida, First Annex, Third 
Annex, and Fourth Annex. 

These representatives shall serve for one 
year unless in the opinion of the Board 
of House Presidents, good government re- 
quires a change. 

The Chairman of Women’s House shall 
be President of the Board. 


A Secretary and Treasurer shall be elect- 
ed from the group at the first meeting 
in the fall. 

The meetings of the Board shall be held 
twice each month. 

This organization in cooperation with 
the Dean of Women shall assume enforec- 
ment of House Regulations, for the social

MEN’S HOUSE BEGULATIONS 


1. Quiet is to be maintained on the campus 
and in all Houses during recitations hours, 
after 7:30 p. m,, and on Sundays.

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2. The occupants of rooms are responsible 
for any damage to them, Any student will- 
fully destroying or damaging college prop- 
erty will be required to pay the cost and a 
fine at least equal to the cost. Those liv- 
ing on a hall are responsible for any dam- 
age to it. The entire hall will be charged 
for damaged property in case the respon- 
sible individual is unknown. Day students 
are responsible for damage to their rooms. 
The same rule applies to them as above. 
Any damage and fine for the same will 
be posted by the Men’s House Committee 
at the time charged. Miniinum fines will 
be set by the Men’s House Committee. 


3. No women are permitted in the Men’s 
Houses. Exceptions will be made in the 
ease of mothers.

PHYSICIAL EDUCATION 
ATHLETICS 


Inter-collegiate athletics, intramural ath- 
letics, and all other physical education 
activities are included in the term Physical 
Education. Administration of the program 
comes within the jurisdiction of the Staff 
of the Department of Physical Education 
as advised by the Athletic Council. A 
yearly medical examination required of 
all students serves to guide the Staff in 
applying the program. 

STAFF 


The Staff of the Department of Physical 
Education consists of M. R. Swartz, Dir- 
ector and Coach of football, basketball, 
and baseball; P. M, Snider, Instructor of 
Men’s Physical Hducation, assistant Coach 
of footbal alnd basketball, and Coach of 
track; Blizabeth Fleck, Instructor of 
Women’s Physical Wduecation and Coach 
of women’s athletics. This year Dr, J. P. 
Corry coached the tennis team. 


ATHLETIC COUNCIL 


The Athletic Council consists of repre- 
sentatives from the Faculty and Alumni 
who are appointed by the President of the 
College and a student representative elected 
by the student body. ‘T'he President is 
ex-officio member of the council. 


ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION 


At registration each student pays a fee 
which entitles him to membership in the 
Athletic Association and admission to all 
athletic contests. The Staff and Athletic 
Council with the co-operation. of the Stu- 
dent Senate, student managers, ang “J” 
clubs directs the policies of the association 
as well as initiate movements for extension 
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of facilities. The varsity teams are select- 
ed by the coaches from the candidates 
reporting for practice. 


Senior student managers are elected by 
the Athletic Council from the two Junior 
assistants who survive the competitive 
system. Junior assistants are elected by 
the Council from the group of Sophomores 
and Freshmen assistants. 


Captains, usually Seniors, are elected by 
the letter men or women of the specific 
sport or appointed by the Coach at the 
discretion of the Athletic Council. 


Training tables provided with special 
food are maintained for the athletic squad 
whenever it is deemed necessary. 


ELIGIBILITY RULES 


To represent Juniata in an inter-col- 
legiate contest the student must be an 
under-graduate member of ‘the college in 
full curriculum, and an amateur. Partici- 
pation is limited to four years. 


To be eligible for athletic teams, glee 
club, cast of plays, deputation teams, and 
debate teams, a student must have passed 
twelve semester hours of work during the 
preceding nine weeks’ period of a current 
semester. Members of teams, ete., failing 
to qualify at the end of a nine weeks’ 
period shall cease to represent the college 
on such teams at the end of the week 
following such period. 


Eligibility for three or more sports shall 
be determined by provisions of the “noint 
system” and approved by the faculty. 


Bligibility rules shall apply to members 
of both varsity and freshman teams. 
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FOOTBALL 


Eleven lettermen returned last fall to 
provide the nucleus for a powerful grid 
machine, which sailed through the season 
with four victories and four defeats. 
Injuries continually hampered the squad, 
weakening the team decidedly against 
various strong opponents. 


The Swartzmen were outclassed In 
Drexel’s 34 to 7 victory, although the 
tables were turned on Gettysburg, when 
the latter were humiliated in a thrilling 
6 to 2 contest, to bring about a major 
intercollegiate upset of the day. 


Lebanon Valley defeated the Warriors, 
18 to 0, while the latter redeemed them- 
selves by hanging up the scalps of Grove 
City, Bridgewater and Allegheny in suc- 
cession. Moravian and Upsala took the 
last two games. 


Five outstanding senior gridmen will 
alternate in leading the eleven this year 
through the stiff schedule which includes 
Drexel, Moravian, and Lebanon Valley. 


BASKETBALL 


The Indian floormen faced some very 
high classed competition last year, and in 
spite of the fact that the loss column 
overbalanced the wins, the team performed 
very credibly. 

Elizabethtown was defeated twice while 
Bridgewater, Upsala and the Alumni suf- 
fered severe setbacks. For the second 
year in succession the Bisons from Buck- 
nell furnished the most interesting home 
game of the year, squeezing out a 36 to 
309 victory in the closing minutes, St. 
Vincent, St. Joseph, W. & J., and St. 
Mary’s proved too powerful, 
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Again injuries followed the Swuartzmen, 
taking its toll by sending Captain Hahn 
and lanky Alf Pelka to the sidelines. 

Only one regular was lost by graduation, 
making the outlook very bright for this 
year. 


BASEBALL 


Living up to y. Cs tradition of strong 
baseball teams, the batsmen of 1937 were 
a scrappy bunch. Losing 4 four-hit con- 
test to Ursinus was qa tough break, which 
knocked the Indians out of first place in 
the Bastern Pennsylvania Intercollegiate 
Baseball League. The loss of Capt. 
Hoover and Seiders will be keenly felt this 
year, ylthough the infield will remain 
intact. 


TRACK 


The 1937 track team went through the 
season undefeated, to gain recognition 45 
the strongest track team in the school’s 
history. Victories over Waynesburg, Rider 
and Bucknell were gained. The discus 
record was ghattered by Pelka and Sheirer, 
while Geiser and Stapelton soared to new 
records in the pole vault. Strength in 
the field events was a big factor in the 
suecess of the Indian squad. 


TENNIS 


After a lapse of one year, tennis returned 
to the campus under the direction © 
Dr. J. P. Corry, an expert player him-. 
self, Matches with Hlizabethtown, Lebanon 
Valley and Bucknell were scheduled. The 
decided the other contests in favor of 
the opponents. The team, largely com- 
posed of underclassmen, loses but one man 
this year.

An extensive intra-mural program has 
been built up within the last several years, 
giving ample opportunity for all students, 
both men and women, to participate. Touch 
football and hockey in the fall, basketball 
and volley ball in the winter, with tennis 
anil mushball in the spring, are arranged 
by the appointed heads of intra-mural 
sports. 


FRESHMAN ATHLETICS 


Freshmen are encouraged to enter at 
least one sport at college. It is unwise 
to have athletics as the chief motive, but 
the discipline received through actual 
athletic training is worth while. It is no 
disgrace not to make the varsity, although 
it is a high honor to make the Junior 
Varsity strong for the first team, The 
freshman teams have their own schedules 
with various prep and high schools, giving 
the freshmen a chance to enter into clean, 
spirited competition. Much interest follows 
these games. Last year the freshman teams 
were victorious in seventeen out of twenty- 
four contests, tying two.
